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Shultz urges Israel 
to ease grip on areas

WASHINGTON - Secretary of 
State George Shultz on Friday 
called on Israel to end its mili- 
tary rule over the West Bank 
and Gaza and to give Palestinian 
Arabs “rapid control over politi- 
cal and economic decisions that 
affect their lives.” 

Shultz, in a comprehensive 
speech on the eve of the 10th 
anniversary of the Camp David 
accords, rejected both Israeli an- 
nexation of the territories and 
creation of a Palestinian mate: 

He also opposed a proposal Ὁ 
PLO chief Yasser Arafat that Tsracl 
be forced to withdraw to the lines of 
the November 1947 UN partition 
plan. 

“Israel will never negotiate from 
or return to the lines of partition,” 
the secretary said. “But it must be 
prepared to withdraw — as Resolu- 
tion 242 says - from territories occu- 
pied in the recent conflict. 

“Peace and security for all sides 
are at stake.“ 

Shultz said the U.S. would oppose 
any declaration of independent Pal- 
estinian statehood or government- 
in-exile. 

It would also reject “vigorously” 
any attempt by Israel “to transfer 
Palestinians from the West Bank 
and Gaza. Such a policy does not 
provide a solution to the problem, 
nor does it bring negotiations any 
closer.” 


Addressing the Washington Insti- 
tute for Near East Policy Friday eve- 
ning. he said that Israel has “the 
responsibility to maintain law and 
order” in the territories. 

“But.” he added, “Israel must 
also find a way to respond to expres- 
sions of Palestinian grievances. It 
cannot claim there is no one to talk 
to, while suppress political ex. 

ion an or deportin; 
fore those who pibeligeer even those 
who speak in moderate terms.” 

Avi Pazner, Prime Minister Yitz- 
hak Shamir's media adviser. yester- 
day responded that Israel was op- 
posed to any form of transfer (of the 
Arab population) and that there was 
no difference of opinion between 
the U.S. and Israel on that issuc. 

On the matter of how to deal with 
security in the territories, however, 
he acknowledged that there were 
differences, and said that Israel 
would act as it saw fit to restore 
order in the West Bank and Gaza

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Disabled twins 
being returned 
to Brazil 


SAO PAULO (Reuter) - An Israeli 
couple who adopted twin babies, 
then discovered they were blind and 
deaf, are in Brazil to return them, 

“τῇς president of the adoption agency 
said on Friday. 

The babies were born in the Bra- 
zilian city of Belem in January and 
adopted by Josef and Miriam Alon 
in May. 

Medical examinations in Israel 
showed that the older twin was par- 
tially blind and deaf and the younger 
twin was totally blind and almost 
totally deaf. 

Adelaide Fonteles, president, of 
the Foundation for the Welfare of 
Minors of Para State (FBESP), said 
the agency had accepted the cou- 
ple’s request to cancel the adoption. 
“We have accepted the babies back 
because they have already been re- 
jected twice, ouce by their biological 
mother and now by their adopted 
parents,” she said. 

Dozens of reporters rushed to the 
orphanage when news leaked out 
that the couple was in town. 

Alon told journalists that to keep 
the babies would be an emotional 
and physical burden. “I would like 
to hear them say “Daddy” but they 
will never speak. 1 would like to 
have grandchildren but I don’t see 
how they could ever get married,” 
he said. The Alons had been negoti- 
ating for the babies’ return since 
June. 


This case and other problem 
adoptions have caused outrage in 
Brazil. In June, a kidnapped baby 
who was adopted by an Israeli cou- 
ple returned to Brazil after the Su- 
preme Court ruled she be retumed 
to her natural parents. Authorities 
estimate that up to 7,000 Israeli cou- 
ples have adopted Brazilian chil- 
dren. 

Fonteles said it would take 30 
days for the cancellation to be com- 
pleted. She said the babies would 
live in the orphanage but that they 
could still be adopted by a willing 
couple.

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US. Jews divided on Bush’s handling of ‘anti-Semites’

NEW YORK - American Jewish leaders are 
sharply divided in their appraisal of whether 
Vice President Bush has dealt ade- 
quately with evidence of anti-Semitism in his 
campai ization. 

φύτρα Jewish leaders are praising the Vice 
President for arranging the resignations from 
the campaign of members of a‘Bush for Presi- 
dent’ ethnic coalition who had anti-Semitic 
and neo-Fascist connections, and of Frederick 
Malek, a member of the Republican National 
Committee, who was revealed to have identi- 
fied Jewish members of the Bureau of Labour 
Statistics (BLS) in 1971 at the direction of 
President Nixon. Two of the Jews in the BLS 
were subsequently shifted to other positions. 

But other Jewish leaders faulted Bush for 
praising Malek and for insisting that the 
charges of anti-Semitism against those who 
fesigned from the campaign had not been 
substantiated. 

Meanwhile, a number of Jewish leaders 
strongly criticized Abraham Foxman, national 


B'nai B’rith for saying that Malek should not 
have resigned. 

Foxman told the New York Times that M2- 
lek's conducting of the survey of Jews in the 
BLS was “ancient history” and added, “As a 
result of his public statements and some he has 
made privately, I think it is sufficiently clear 
that he did not do it with animus. bigotry or 
prejudice in his heart or mind.” He added that 
Malek was merely “‘carrying out the instruc- 
tions of an individual who had some of these 
feelings.” 

In an angry riposte, Al Vorspan. vice presi- 
dent of the Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations (Reform), accused Foxman of at- 
tempting to ‘‘soft-peddle an ugly incident of 
anti-Semitism.” Vorspan added, “For a Jew- 
ish community that must stand ever alert 
against anti-Semitism, it is a dangerous indul- 
gence to condone such behaviour by saying in 
effect it was long ago; he really is a nice guy, 
and anyway, he was just following orders...” 

Foxman sought to put his defence of Malek 
i ive. “Do I think he is an anti- 


No. I do not. f think he was flawed and weak. 
Nowhere did he express malice, I'm not going 
to brand him as an anti-Semite for the rest of 
his life. To sav 1 am now soft on anti-Semitism 
because of this is bullshit.” 

In general. Jewish reactions to the ethnic 
coalition and Malek revelations tended to 
break down along left-right ideological lines. 
The more liberal leaders harshly criticized 
Bush and the Foxman statement, while 'neo- 
conservatives" tended to praise Bush for rid- 
ding the campaign of those revealed to have 
anti-Semitic connections, and criticized the 
appointment by Dukakis of three Jesse Jack- 
son delegates with pro-PLO sympathies to the 
Democratic National Committee. 

On Friday, five Republican members of the 
House of Representatives demanded that Du- 
kakis dismiss DNC members Ruth Ann Skaff, 
ἃ spokeswoman for the pro-Palestinian Ad- 
Hoc Committee on Lebanon; Robert Farrell, 
a Los Angeles City Councilman; and Rev. 
Willie Barrow, executive director of Jesse 
Jackson’s Chicago-based Operation Push. 


condemn Bisck Muslim leader Louis Farrak- 
han’s anti-Semitic remarks, and Barrow for a 
statement praising Farrakhan. 

Meanwhile, Jewish community relations 
professionals from around the country ex- 
pressed different assesments as to the impact 
of the anti-Semitism revelations on Jewish 
public opinion in their communities. 

Rabbi Bruce Warshal, director of the Jew- 
ish Federation in Boca Raton, Florida, re- 
marked, “In this community, this story has 
put Jewish concern over Jesse Jackson onto 
the back burner. People who were leaning 
toward voting for Bush because of their con- 
cems over Jackson are now tending to return 
to their Democratic roots.” 

Bert Siegel, associate executive director of 
the Philadelphia Jewish Community Relations 
Council, commented, “There is a great deal of 
discussions about this story.

Economic ‘boom’ in region 


Security zone 
proves its worth

LONDON - Israel Pinkas and four 
other defendants pleaded not guilty 
on Friday to involvement in last 
year’s record £30 million Knights- 
bridge safe deposit centre robbery.

Pinkas’s lawyer has claimed that 
his client was “‘set up” by Viccei. the 
Ttalian whom he alleged had master- 
minded the crime.

Local resident recalls assassination 


The street where Count 
Bernadotte was killed

Zalman Heyn is overcome by 
memories when he recalls how much 
his neighbourhood has changed 
since the day 40 years ago when 
Swedish diplomat Count Folke Ber- 
nadotte was assassinated near 
Heyn’s apartment on Hapalmach 
Street, which was known then as 
Katamon Street. ᾿ 

Bernadotte’s assassination gained 
attention again last week when Swe- 
den demanded a fomnal apology 
from Israet in the wake of revela- 
tions by Yehoshua Zeitler, the for- 
met Jerusalem commander of Lehi, 
that his group was responsible for 
the murder. 

Forty years later, Zalman Heyn 
seems to be one of the few people 
around who knows that the attrac- 
tive main street of the Kiryat 
Shmuel neighbourhood once consti- 
tuted the ambush point for Berna- 
dotte's assassins. 

“This street locked completely 
different in 1948," Heyn said. “Now 
it's a major street, but then it was 
narrow and virtually empty. Very 
few people lived in this area.” 

Heyn estimates that there were 
about 25 Jewish families along Ha- 
palmach in 1948. It was about a 
third of its current length and ended 
ingloriously in a pile of stones, 
where it now intersects Kovshei Ka- 
tamon Street. 

“I myself decided to live here sim- 
ply because it was cheap, but now 
it’s an expensive neighbochood,” 
Heyn notes. 

The area had been a mixed Arab-

“It was 
easy for them to block off the road 
because it was so narrow in those 
days,” he says. “It was empty and 
isolated. These stores weren't here. 

“After the assassins identified 
Bernadotte's car, they advanced to- 
wards him,” he says, moving up a 
few yards towards the intersection 
of Hapalmach and 

“This is where they killed him,” 
Heyn exclaims, standing across the 
street from a fashionable cosmetics 
shop. On the wall of a nearby build- 
ing, wall graffiti in Hebrew protest- 
ing Israel's policy towards the Pales- 
tinians are clearly discemible. 

“I was upset by the assassination. 
Tt was a murderous act,” Heyn 
says.“T don't understand why those 
involved are talking about it now. 
Do they think they deserve to get 
Shy for it before they die?” he 
asks.

Wood i is life in most rural parts of 
these regions, where there is rarely 
an alternative fuel and populations 
are often growing at three per cent a 
year or more. Trees are chopped 
down, hillsides denuded of cover, 
and they then retain less water. 
When the rains come, most of the 
water runs off, taking the topsoil 
with it. Silt is deposited on river- 
beds, which in a country like Ban- 
pladesh, essentially a fiat alluvial 
bed, means rivers become shallower 
and unable to hold as much water in 
their normal course, making floods 
more likely. 

The International Union for Con- 


servation of Nature recently esti- 
mated that only four per cent of 
Pakistan was covered by trees. “If 
Pakistan is not careful, it will turn 
itself into a desert.” said one offi- 
cial. In India, the figure is about 13 
per cent. Environmentalists say any- 
thing less than 25 per cent is un- 
healthy. 

They also believe that fewer trees 
mean less reliable rains. Vast tracts 
of south Asia suffered three years of 
drought before this year's heavy 
rains. “In Punjab,” says Asthana, 
talking about the north Indian gra- 
nary state, “the water table has 
dropped by 15 to 20 metres over the 
last decade. Pumping towers the wa- 
ter table, the rains fail, no replenish- 
ment, so more pumping. It goes in a 
vicious cycle.”

te IS certainly easy to get angry at George 
ultz. 

Yuval Ne’eman probably vented the feel- 
ings of the entire “nationalist camp” when he 
said yesterday that Shultz should worry about 
the American Indians before he tells Israel 
what to do about the Palestinians. 

And Yossi Sarid vented for the doves, by 
asking, in effect, as Ted Kennedy did of 
* George Bush, “Where was George?” Mean- 
ing by that where was the U.S. Secretary 
before his lame duck whimpering, when he 
had a chance to act? 

But anger of either sort at Mr. Shultz’s 
appeal Friday for an end to Israel’ 5 occupation 
doesn’t take us very far. 

Prof. Ne’eman cannot believe that Israel 
can simply cock a snook at the U.S. and say, 

“none of your business,” the Palestinian prob- 
lem is an intemal Israeli affair. True, this is 
the Kremlin argument about Soviet Jews, the 
Addis Ababa argument about Ethiopian 
Jews, the Damascus argument about Syrian 
Jews. But even a professor of physics cannot 
have it both ways. 

Nor can he expect the U.S. to be a bottom- 
less barrel of support for Israel and at the 
same time deny it a say. Simply put, for the 
Palestinian problem truly to be an internal 
Israeli matter, Israel would require the power 
to make it such. Anyone who believes that 
this is possible is engaged in alchemy, not 
politics. 

The resentment of the doves is a step, but 
only a step, closer to reality. They know that 
for many months after being bumed in Leba- 
non, George Shultz and his boss shunned the 
Arab-Palestinian conflict. And even when 
King Hussein, Shimon Peres and Margaret 
Thatcher genuinely believed they had put to- 
gether a working formula to get negotiations 
underway, the missing ingredient was George 
Shultz himself. He, unlike his diplomats, aid 
not like the prospect of Soviet participation at 
an international conference nor the pros 
of siding with Mr. Peres against Mr. Shamir. 


By the time he changed his mind, after Mr. 
Gorbachev looked better and the West Bank 
looked worse, he had missed the boat. In fact, 
it could just as easily be argued that missing 
the boat enabled the U.S. Secretary to change 
his mind. Now he could, without risk, talk 
about the need to get to the far shore of peace. 

Disingenuous? Perhaps. But, more likely, 
since George Shultz is an honourable man, 
large doses of plodding caution where some 
dash and daring were needed. 

The real question raised by Mr. Shultz’s 


remarks Friday is not his own failure to move | 


peace along but whether Israel and its Arab 
protagonists should expect more than jawbon- 
ing from American diplomacy in the future. 
Will a future administration, of whatever ped- 
igree, pull up its sleeves as did Henry Kissin- 
ger after 1973 or Jimmy Carter during and 
after Camp David and risk the blisters of 
ploughing in our reluctant soils? 

Even they were drawn in only after the 
status quo was already changed, in 1973 by 
war and in 1977 by Sadat’s visit. Now the 
question is whether the U.S can at all be 
expected to engage in active diplomacy de- 
signed to change rather than judge the status 

uo. 

; Years ago, a previous U.S. ambassador 
warned Israeli doves, anxious for such 
change, not to expect America to “ save Israel 
from itself.” That is a job Israel will have to do 
on its own. His prognosis has prevailed. It 
gave heart to the “nationalist camp” which 
considered the status quo the best way to 
“save Israel for itself.” 

Historical judgment will not absolve the 
Reagan administration from its own share of 
responsibility, by dint of inaction, for the con- 
sequences of sustaining that status quo, even 
if Mr. Shultz does not see, or want to see, 
that. However, for Israelis, whether doves or 
hawks, no solace can be found in targeting the 
U.S. For the primary responsibility for the 
consequences of what we do and where we are 
going lies with us and not with them.

Last week they were killing the 
ponies that carried their belongings 
for meat.

Politics muddies the waters at Leum

The reason why the Bank Leumi 
boardroom war is proving so bitter 
and protracted is that it involves 
both people and politics. The peopie 
involved - Chairman Meir Heth, 
outside director Shimon Shetreet 
and now others, including Bank of 
Israel Governor Michael Bruno and 
Otsar Hityashvut Hayehudim Presi- 
dent Akiva Lewinsky — are divided 
by clashes of personality, issues of 
principle and interpretations of legal 
matters. Underlying all these, how- 
ever, are issues of politics and pow- 
er, 
Tt is now generally admitted that 
the issue of control of Bank Leumi 
has become more and more of a 
political prize to be squabbled over 
by the main parties, while the minor 
ones vie for a small share as well. 

That was not the way it used to 
be. While for decades Leumi was 


supposedly controlled by the World 
Zionist Organization, a practice ἃ 
series of dominating chairmen made 
the bank independent of party polit- 
ical patronage. 


The last of the independent chair- 
men of the old ilk was Ernst Japhet. 
While it is now clear that he and his 
henchmen did pretty much as they 
liked within the bank, it cannot be 
said that they were the agents of one 
or other political party. The change 
began after Japhet fell from grace in 
the wake of the Bejski report, and 
even more so when the rest of the 
board that Japhet had moulded was 
forced out of office by the Leumi- 
gate I scandal in January 1987. This 
made a vast number of juicy jobs 
suddenly available. 


Leumi’s formal owner, the Otsar 
Hityashvut Hayehudim (OHH), 
had become a rubber stamp, and its 
board of directors was identical to 


that of Leumt itself. The Council of 
OHH was comprised of venerable 
persons whom the WZO wanted to 
honour for past services -- a kind of 
House of Lords. Almost overnight, 
OHH was shaken up and called 
upon to start paying attention to 
what went on at the bank, while the 
bank's own board was also totally 
reconstituted. 

This was in early 1987 the Nation- 
al Unity government was in its hey- 
day, and everything was done in 
pairs or on a revolving basis. This 
political structure was slapped onto 
the bank, because neither OHH nor 
the Zionist organizations had suffi- 
cient independence to act in any 
other way than as branches of the 
Israeli government. And so it was 
that Leumi's new board was com- 
puised half of people affiliated with 
or linked to the Labour Party and its 
allies, and half of the Likud and its 
allies. Meir Heth was preferred as 


chairman because of his family's 
long-standing links with the General 
Zionists, thereby maintaining Leu- 
ταὶς traditional orientation. Even 
tre two outside directors chosen, 
namely Shimon Shetreet and Mena- 
hem Berger, reflected party balance 
- Shetreet being a Labour party ac- 
tivist while Berger was associated 
with the Liberals. 

The same process was applied to 
OHH. The presidency of the Coun- 
cil went to a Labour man, Akiva 
Lewinsky, but the chairmanship of 
the board went to a Likud man — 
David Stern. Instead ot a single gov- 
emor representing the Council on 
the board of directors of OHH and 
overseeing Leumi, there were now 
two: Matityahu Drobles, the Herut 
activist and long-time head of the 
Jewish Agency Settlement Depart- 
ment, and Avraham Agmon, man- 
aging director of Delek Fuel Co. 
and a Labour stalwart. 


News in Brief 


Tomer severance pay 


Representatives of the 75 
workers recently dismissed by 
the Tomer Furniture Works. 
Thursday agreed to accept His- 
tadrut arbitration over their 
severance pay demands. 

The workers at one stage 
barricaded themselves inside 
the factory at Moshav Ti- 
morim, during their campaign . 
to receive severance pay at a 
rate of equal to 300% of their 
monthly salary. Management 
had offered the legal minimum 
of 100%. 

But at the suggestion of 
Aliza Tamir, head of the Hista- 
drut’s employment committee, 
the dismissed workers agreed 
to accept the decision of an ar- 
bitration pane] composed of 
trade union and Hevrat Ha’'ov- 

The employment committee 
will also organize an “employ- 
ment fair” for the workers next 
Thursday at the Histadrut 
headquarters in Tel Aviv. The 
fair will include a number of 
workshops on such topics as 
dismissed workers’ rights, how 
to find new jobs, and how to 
invest redundancy money. 


NII benefits raised 

The National Insurance In- 
stitute is increasing its benefits 
this month for 250.000 low-in- 
come families. A single person 


receiving the allowance will 
now get NIS 437 in place of NIS 
412; a retired couple will get 
NIS 655 instead of NIS 631; 
and a couple receiving supple- 
mentary income will get NIS 
524 in place of NIS 505. 
These benefits were last up- 
dated in May, after which NIT 
director-general Mordechai Zi- 
pori complained that they were 
still too low. Other NII benefits 
will be updated next month 
with the next cost-of-living in- 
crement payment. Jeff Black 


Insurance survey 

Some 18% of all households 
in Israel are not covered by 
insurance, a survey conducted 
last month by the Shiluv Insti- 
tute found. The survey also 
showed that 62% of ail house- 
holds have car insurance, 47% 
home insurance and 45% have 
life insurance. 

More than half of all the in- 
sured public -- some 40% of the 
total — see the insurance agent 
as someone who Jooks after the 
interests of the person insured. 
Of those interviewed, only 
18% expressed their trust in 
the Treasury's insurance com- 
missioner, while 10% said they 
relied on their insurance 

any. 

Some 1,124 people were in- 
terviewed in their homes by the 
polltakers.

Electric Corp. bond sale

West’s aid in 
IMF debate 


CAIRO (Reuter) -- Egypt is mount- 
ing a new campaign yesterday for 
Western support in tackling its eco- 
nomic problems. 

President Hosni Mubarak has 
prepared quick visits to London and 
Paris to talk with British Prime Min- 
ister Margaret Thatcher and French 
President Francois Mitterrand this 
month. Egyptian officials and Euro- 
pean diplomats said at the end of 
last week. 

News of his planned mission 
broke as Foreign Minister Esmat 
Abdel-Maguid urged ambassadors 
of the seven leading industrial states 
to continue backing Egypt in slow- 
moving negotiations on Internation- 
al Monetary Fund (IMF) help and 
debt rescheduling. 

Mubarak was expected to travel 
to Europe before the annual IMF- 
World Bank meetings starting in 
West Berlin this Thursday, one dip- 
lomat said. The president, who 
views the European Community as a 
chief supporter of his economic re- 
form efforts, may also visit Italy and 
West Germany. 

Diplomats said Middie East issues 
were likely to figure in his talks with 
European leaders but the driving 
force behind his tip was economic. 
After inconclusive Egypt-IMF talks 
two weeks ago on a new standby 
accord, Mubarak attacked the fund 
as a “quack-doctor” who prescribed 
“a huge dose of medicine in one go 
instead of a daily pill." 

Since seeking IMF help for 
Egypt's debt-burdened economy, he 
has insisted on gradually raising 
prices rather than swift, surgical ac- 
tion, which could provoke riots. The 
IMF wants Cairo to slash its $2.2 
billion budget deficit, increase do- 
mestic interest rates and raise prices 
for state-subsidized fuel and food. 

Egypt needs to replace a May 
1987 standby-credit deal, which offi- 
ctally ends in November but is al- 
ready moribund because Cairo and 
the IMF disagree over the pace of 
reforms. A new IMF accord is vital 
backing for an expected Egyptian 
request to the Paris Club of creditor 
governments for rescheduling at 
least 550. of official debt instalments 
due between last July 1 and the end 
of 1989.

Biondi, Gross lead swimming parade 


SEOUL (Reuter) -- Towering world 
champions Matt Biondi and Michael 
Gross vie for supremacy, and world 
records are set to tumble, as swim- 

mers from east and west clash at the 
Olympics for the first time in 12 


ears. 

The tussle between American 
pride Biondi, chasing medals in sev- 
en events, and West German Gross, 
Europe's outstanding male swim- 
mer, will be the main attraction of 
the first day of Olympic swimming 
action today. 

But there will be plenty more to 
admire with encounters between 
U.S. “submarine” backstroker Da- 
vid Berkoff and Soviet world cham- 
pion Igor Poliansky. Tiny American 
world record-holder Janet Evans 
races against East Germans Heike 
Friedrich and Anke Moehring in the 
longer freestyle events, and there is 
the prospect of a clash between past 
and present individual medley world 
tecord-holders Tamas Darnyi of 


Hungary and David Wharton of the 
US. 

The return of the East Germans 
after the 1984 boycott of Los Ange- 
les brings back much of the team 
that won 13 of the 16 women's titles 
in the 1986 world championships, 
including versatile Kristin Otto, vot- 
ed outstanding swimmer of that Ma- 


-drid meeting. 


Otto, who collected four golds 
and one silver medal in Madrid, 
swept five titles at the 1987 Europe- 
an championships and will enjoy an- 
other spree in Seoul in whichever 
freestyle, butterfly and backstroke 
races and relays she enters. 

Gross defends his 200 metre free- 
style and 100 metre butterfly crowns 
against Biondi, who ficts the 
Seoul games will be the fastest 
swimming meet ever. 

Gross is also gearing up for un- 
precedented times as favourite for 
the 200 metre freestyle and 200 me- 


tre butterfly, events he won at the 
last two world championships of 
1982 and 1986. 

Biondi, who won seven medals 
including three golds in the world 
championships, rates himself as the 
favourite only for the 100 metre 
freestyle -- his world-record distance 
— and in the U.S. squad for the 
freestyle sprint relay. 

World records fell in more than 20 
events when east and west last 
clashed at the Olympics in Montreal 
in 1976. and the total could be sur- 
passed in Seoul where the pro- 
gramme has been increased to 31 
events following the addition of the 
50 metre freéstyle for the first time 
since 1904. 

U.S. head coach Richard Quick 
regards only the 1.500 metre free- 
style mark of Soviet maestro Viadi- 
mir Salnikov and the 100 and 200 
butterfly records of American Mary 
Meagher as out of reach.

SEOUL (Reuter) -- Sprint rivals 
Cari Lewis and Ben Johnson were 
hounded and jostled by photogra- 
phers, journalists and autograph 
hunters on Friday in separate but 
equally alarming breaches of securi- 
ty on the eve of the Olympics.

Police had to close ranks to pro- 
tect the Canadian and his coach 
Charlie Francis and cut a swathe 
through a marauding mob of report- 
ers to reach a waiting car. 

“I am shocked — this shovidn't 
have happened.

Iraq warns Israel not to raid 
suspected chemical arms plants 


BAGHDAD (Reuter) - Iraq 
warned Israe) yesterday not to at- 
tack any of the country’s factories 
under the pretext that they produce 
chemical weapons. 

Baghdad said U.S. charges that 
Traqi troops attacked Kurds with 
chemical arms were designed to give 
Israel an excuse to raid ἴσας. 

Information Minister Latif Nassef 
al-Jassim, in what was seen as a 
reference to Iraq’s emergence as a 
major military power after its war 
with Iran, said Israel should not for- 
get “developments that took place 
since June 1981, when they attacked 
the Tamuz nuclear reactor.” 

The warning came two days after 
Justice Minister Avraham Sharir 
mentioned the possibility of an Is- 
raeli strike on Lraqi chemical weap- 
ons factories. 

The U.S. Senate on September 9 
approved a bill for economic sanc- 
tions against Iraq because of its al- 
leged use of chemical weapons 
against Kurdish rebels. 

The U.S. said it has proof, but 
Iraq has repeatedly denied the 


Shamir calls for Cairo peace conference 


Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
yesterday called on Egyptian Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak to convene a 
Middie East peace conference in 
Cairo, to be attended by representa- 
tives of Jordan and the Palestinians 
as well as Israel. 

“It is worthwhile making every 
effort towards achieving peace and 
no attempt will be superfluous if its 
aim is peace,” the premier said yes- 
terday, on the occasion of the 10th 
anniversary of the Camp David 
peace accords. He was speaking af- 
ter a visit to former prime minister 
ame Begin. (See story page 
2). 
Egypt marked the anniversary by 
once again blaming ‘‘Israeli intransi- 
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charge, although it admitted using 
-chemicals against Iran. 

According to Aharon Levran, an 
analyst at the Jaffee Centre for Stra- 
tegic Studies at Tel Aviv University, 
“The taboo against using chemical 
weapons has been shattered.” 

But Levran said he felt Lraq would 
think twice before using chemical 

ms in a war against Israel. 
“The retaliatory power of Israel is 
oo comparison to what [ran pos- 
sesses, or the Kurds,” he said. 

“Until 1987, Iraq used chemical 
weapons when they were under mili- 
tary stress, facing a debacle,” Lev- 
ran said. Last year, however, they 
began using poison gas against 
Kurdish villages. 

He said experts believe nerve gas 
was used in the attack last March on 
the Kurdish town of Halabja, in 
which some 5,000 people died. 

Levran said Egypt, Syria and Iraq 
were known to have chemical weap- 
ons and Iran and Libya were trying 
to acquire them. 

“I believe the Arabs will not use it 
(chemical weaponry) easily unless
